This was at 10 o'clock on 
unday morning and that was the last 
seen of the woman alive. About nine 
miles this side of Beckwith lives Mr. 
Meffett, a rancher. At 6 e’clock on 
Monday morning he was awakened 
by bome one poun at the doer.
